Weekly Revie 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Summer demperatures are now doing their work without 
sparing. Tomato plants are developing finely; if it were 
possible to make up a six week’s loss in a week it would be 
accomplished. String beans are proving to be the great stand-by 
at the present time and the consumption seems to increase with 
the crop. 

It is slowly but surely developing that nearly all the 
products of California will be lessened from the effect of the 
earthquake ; and the knowledge of this fact seems to but make 
the market more hungry for them, which is the natural result of 
the human constitution. Meantime the canneries have been 
running slowly, comparatively, on peas, small fruits, and even 
on pineapples. One by one each seasonable crop, as its packing 
closes tells the tale of reduced pack; and the outcome of the 
whole season will probably be the same. 

During the past week we have had sort of modified spring 
weather ; extraordinarily hot afternoons, followed by sudden 
thunderstorms in some sections, and generally prevalent cool 
nights. This condition of things greatly accelerates growth, but 
it lessens the development of the flowers and fruit. In general 
however sugar corn is doing well on a restricted acreage every- 
where, the result being a steadily improving price on the large 
carry over stock from last year. This if nothing else would be 
an argument, condemning the proposition to compel the dating 
of all canned goods. Last year’s pack of corn is just as good 
stock as this year’s will be, and the wholesale parties who purvey 
to the cities from the country could not afford to lose 10 to 15c. 
on it by reason of bad reputation that would be imparted by 
anterior canning dates. 

At this season of the year and forward the eyes of all 
parties, and the canners especially will be steadily fixed upon 
the great staples of the industry. The spring pack is about 
over, the intermediate pack that usually comes between the 
great articles of spring and the summer staple crops, whilst now 
in hand, it isknown, will be below the average in quantity. 
Definite information of the great staple crops is beginning to 
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steadily develop, and corn, peaches, tomatoes and the fall fruits 
will soon be coming to market in the order named. 

Corn as we have intimated is steadily improving its position 
standard sugar corn can be had now between 52% and 65c; the 
better brands in all cases having the call. 

Peaches are a matter of deep study at present. Ten days 
ago they began eating the first peaches in Georgia and Alabama. 
It is anticipated the packers will get hold of them down there 
about the 15th of this month and the new mechanical assistants 
in the packing of peaches are going to have quite a fair trial this 
year in Georgia. Shiploads of peach crates are being shipped 
out from Baltimore to all sections of the Chesapeake Bay, and 
growers anticipate a more than average crop of this fruit. It 
will probably begin to come to market, for the packer’s, towards 
the end of July ; the first receipts in quantity will be only of pie 
stock, but there will be no glut in the market in the meantime 
to depress values. 

There will be, we believe, in the next five years quite a 
revolution in the grades of canned peaches ; the introduction of 
new and modern machinery will put nearly all sections on a 
level, and there will be much study even in the canneries, of the 
different intrinsic value of the peaches for processing purposes. 
It is a strange fact that both Maryland and California each claim 
that their peaches process better than the others, and Michigan 
is not slow to come forward with the same claim. The new 
process of mechanical peeling will probably have much to say in 
the decision of this vexed question, but at the same time it is 
likely to result in an entire change, at least in the East, of the 
present methods of conveying peaches to the canneries instead of 
conveying the canneries to the peaches. There is no question 
whatever in relation to the canning of anything that it is always 
best when the cannery is located right in the producing section. 
And this will prove to be the great truth in respect to peaches. 

It is now generally understood that what we prognosticated 


to our readers in respect to peas is developing into a fact. There 
will be not much more than half a full crop of peas in the pack 
of 1906, and the conditions of the pea market in general will be 
the better for it. In plain words, a great many packers who 
thought they could pack peas have found out within the past 
year that it does not pay to pack peas carelessly, that peas are 
probably the most exacting of all things that go into cans and 
many of them have, therefore, resolved to neglect peas for this 
year. 

In small fruits the season and the market are both going 
slowly; in standard strawberries there is another drop in price 
and they are quoted at 80c., as against 85c. last week. Goose- 
berries also are coming in rather slowly, and yet register a de- 
cline of 23%c. on the lowest quotations, being now quoted at 
82¥%c. to 85c. for standard No. 2. 

We find that corn is steadily advancing among all the 
brokers. State pack of Evergreen corn is quoted at 52%<c. to 
6oc. for standard, as against the quotations last week of 52'%c. 
to 55¢. 

In peaches there are very few changes; thus in, standard 
white No. 3 $1.50 is the quotation now, where $1.35 to $1.50 
was the quotation last week. Country standard yellow are 
quoted at $1.40, a drop of 5c., but there are no peaches coming 
to market at this time to justify a decline; we, therefore, con- 


_ sider all declines as evidence of a desire to clear up stock in an- 


ticipation of the new pack. ‘The only other changes we note in 
peaches are in No. 3 pies, which this week are marked at 85c., 
gallons pie being quoted at $2.75. 

The article which, however, this fortnight has had the lime- 
ligh of the season upon it is the tomato, for there has been a 
whirl of excitement and a reduction of prices in value that has 
almost amounted to a panic. This seems to have been the result 
of the action of certain parties in the banking interest, seeking to 
unload tomatoes. At present the prices are on the basis of

92%c. to $1.00; prices had sagged to 85c., but under the influ- 
ence we mention they advanced rapidly to 95c., and in the action 
of both the advance and decline all parties who had tomatoes 
have rushed into the market with them. Country standards are 
offered at g5c, fair at goc. and best qualities at $1.00; seconds 
are quoted at goc. for No. 3 and 7oc. for No. 2; No. 3 standards 
are quoted at 72%c. to 75c. and gallon standards at $3.25 
to $3.30 

There are no changes to record in cans or canners’ metals; 
tin plates are also unchanged, as is also pig tin. For canners’ 
metals, see regular page.

New Y ork Miarket 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, July 4.—The canned goods market during the 
week just closed has been generally quiet, with sales limited to 
actual requirements. , Many have been leaving town in anticipa- 
tion of the holiday and few have been coming to the city for the 
same reason. The result has been almost universal quiet. Hold- 
ers are not abating one bit of their firmness on prices and the 
two forces working together have contributed largely to the 
comparative dullness which has prevailed. Not much activity 
is looked for during the next few weeks, at least, not until the va- 
cation season is over, which begins with the opening of July. 


Tomatoes.—Since the readjustment of the syndicate hold- 
ings the market has remained practically unchanged. Buyers 
got pretty well loaded up with tomatoes at goc. or thereabouts 
when the new brokers were offering them here in blocks of thou- 
sands of cases. It is impossible to tell accurately how many were 
sold, but probably upwards of 50,000 cases went out in about 
two days, and the bulk of them sold at goc. Some went at 
97%4c., but it seems to have been a case of get rid of them at 
some prices and they went. Now that the matter has been read- 
justed and a fair price is ruling, there doesn’t seem to be much 
interest. Possibly the fact that some new pack has been reported 
has had its influence. For futures there is but little demand, though 
packers are holding out firmly for 77%c. for standard Maryland 
3s and some are asking 80c. A few who pack favorite brands have 
asked as high as 85c., but it isn’t likely that many have been 
sold at that figure. For New Jersey standard 3s demand is light

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and futures have sold indifferently and 85c. is all buyers have 
thus far paid. No. 2s are quiet and there is little stir in 
gallons. 

Corn.—The market for spot corn is firmer and there is some 
inquiry for Maine fancy, but movement is light. Conditions 
are not especially favorable for active trading. For Southern 
pack little interest is shown and Western goods are moving in 
very small quantities. Futures are held firmly at full quoted 
prices. The poor crop prospects in most producing localities 
have had the effect of keeping holders firm, but buyers are hold- 
ing off, awaiting the outcome of the present crop tendencies 
before making any liberal purchases. 

Peas.—The market has not changed during the week. 
Business has been done at full prices on small quantities. For 
the present buyers are neglecting them and are turning their at- 
tention to something else. Futures are attracting no attention. 

Asparagus.—The market is strong and relativeiy active. 
New pack from the West is taken care of about as fast as it ar- 
rives. The Eastern outlook is uncertain as yet. There will be 
a fair pack; but it is impossible to predict how extensive it 
will be. 

Fruits.—The market remains substantially as previously re- 
ported. The trade has been awaiting the opening prices of the 
California pack and pending their arrival has bought practically 
nothing beyond supplying its daily needs. The demands for 
immediate consumption at this season are light. The holdings 
in this market are small and holders are not anxious to dispose 
of their stock before they know what opening prices are 
going to be. 

Salmon.—The market is steady, but movement is light. 
Little or nothing has been done during the week. It has prob- 
ably been the lightest week this season. A little red Alaska has 
been sold, but it has been so small that it hasn’t amounted to 
much. The pack on the Columbia River is drawing to a close 


and unless the situation changes it will be the smallest for years. 
Chinook is held firm as quoted, with very little doing beyond 
filling contracts with the new pack now arriving. 
Sardines.—The advance made a short time ago of 1oc. on a 
case f. o. b. Eastport had the effect of reducing the little trade 
that has been passing. For drawn cans the price is now $2.40 
and for key-opening cans the price is $2.50. The run of fish is 
very light and packers refuse to sell in advance of the pack.

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Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

It seems to be ‘“‘finis’’ for the tomato deal. The syndicate has com- 
pletely lost control of the market, and the decline begun last week has con- 
tinued during the present week until offerings were freely made at goc. 
delivered New York for full standard No. 3s. The buying element is hold- 
ing off in the hope that further concessions will be made. It is reported 
that some large blocks of syndicate holdings were disposed of this week, 
these sales precipitating the collapse of prices. The market for future 
tomatoes is not much affected by the slump in spot prices. The market for 
contracts closed steady at 75c. f. 0. b. The demand for corn has been fair, 
and the tone of the market is firm; the steady sale is cleaning up the 
stocks, and if the crop prospect does not improve we may go into the next 
season with an inadequate supply, owing to tke cutting short of the season 
by frost and hail. Should the packing season for fancy corn be shortened 
at the close, the pack could hardly be otherwise than short. In peas the 
situation has not much changed, business being still restricted by the high 
prices at Baltimore. Lima beans are coming forward as a cheap and palat- 
able substitute for fine corn and peas, the price being lower than for years. 
On the Peninsula the packers are expecting good peach and tomato crops. 
The California apricot outlook is unfavorable and peaches also promise to 
be high. It is said that Bartlett pears in California are controlled by a 
single person this year. The shipments of deciduous fruits from the coast 
are much below last year’s totals. Canned salmon is quiet and the market 
for red Alaska is rather easy. Sardines of domestic packing are scarce, 
owing to the lightness of the pack. Quarter-oils in key-opening cans, 
$2.50 at Eastport.—MWerchants’ Review. 

Philadelphia. 

The bottom dropped out of the tomato market during the week, and 
the price went to 85c. to goc. for some little time. The cause of the slump 
was the unloading of several thousand cases by a Baltimore bank which 
held it as collateral for a loan. Later the syndicate took hold of the situ- 
ation and the week closed with the market goc. to 95c. The demand 


seemed to take all the low-priced goods, but for consumption it seems very 
ordinary. Future tomatoes are unchanged and in fair demand. Nothing 
to speak of is doing in corn, either spot or future. Prices are unchanged. 
Peas are strong, but unchanged. The demand is fair. As to peaches, 
packers have not generally named a price. Prospects are for a fair crop, 
but rather high prices for the first fruit. Packers are expecting to get 
around $1 for second peeled whites, for example. Gallon New York State 
apples are a little higher, the price of $3.50 having practically been with- 
drawn. Futures are strong and unchanged. No prices have yet been 
named on new California canned goods, and the spot demand is light. 
The Baltimore packing season is under way, the general situation showing 
no change.—Gvrocery World. 
Chicago. 

The feature of canned goods is the decline in the price of spot tomatoes. . 
Old tomatoes have slumped more or less during the past week, there being 
a few offerings from packers at less than the prices at which tomatoes have 
been held by the syndicate which controls the supply. The decline is 
mostly in the East, Baltimore, rather than in Chicago, as nearly all the 
syndicate’s tomatoes are held in the East. Future tomatoes are very firm, 
but on account of the uncertainty packers are not much inclined to accept 
more advance business. Canned peas are also very firm, showing a strong 
tendency to advance, as stocks are almost cleaned up and the pack, as a 
whole, is very short this year. Indiana, Ohio and New York State, also 
Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey were very short this season. The 
spot corn market is firmer. Prices have advanced 2'%c to 5c. per dozen. 
There is also a better feeling on future corn. The market on all descrip- 
tions of canned fruits is very firm. Canned small fruits, such as black- 
berries, raspberries, strawberries, etc., tend to advance, owing to the light 
pack of these fruits this year. Canned peaches are firm and in demand. 
Stocks on the spot are light. Canned apples are scarce and firm. Domes- 
tic sardines have been advanced roc. per case. The domestic sardine pack 
is extremely light so far this season and an additional advance would not 
be surprising. Salmon is extremely strong on all grades, as stocks in 
Chicago and on the Pacific Coast are almost exhausted and there will be 
none available for trade uses for some time to come. Other canned fish, 
cove oysters, lobsters, shrimp, etc., are firm.—Gyvocers’ Criterion. 

Montreal, Can. 

Canned goods have been moving out steadily. Business throughout 
the country, according to jobbers, has been about normal. Merchants ap- 
pear to be buying more for immediate consumption than otherwise.

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Tomatoes are still sold at $1.30, despite the talk of possible reduced prices 
through the heavy holdings of certain parties having to be disposed of at 
any figure obtainable. Corn is moving freely enough, and peas continue 
about as usual]. Fruits are not in very good request, owing to the increas- 
ing quantity of fresh stock arriving on the market. According to reports 
received, apricots this year will be very high in price. Peaches also will be © 
higher, but it is expected that pears will be somewhat lower. 


Toronto, Can. 

The new fruit has somewhat curtailed demand for the canned variety, 
but vegetables moving steadily. Anyway, the fruits are getting pretty well 
cleaned up. Strawberries have been off for some time, apples are in very 
small compass and stocks of cherries, pears and some varieties of plums are 
getting low. Salmon is engaging a good deal of attention. Stocks of 
Fraser River sockeye are melting rapidly and single case orders are much 
preferred. For 1-lb. talls the price has been advanced by some to $1.75 
and for flats $1.85. “The announcement by the British Columbia packers of 
the prices on this year’s pack expected Saturday has not yet materialized.— 
Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—A quiet tone continues to predominate in this market, but 
prices are firm, both for British Columbia and Alaska. Further letters to 
hand from San Francisco indicate that the quantity of Alaska burnt will 
probably be nearer 350,000 than 300,00c cases, whilst the same advices 
state that the spot stocks of Alaska on the Pacific Coast are not more than 
from 10,000 to 16,000 cases. It will be remembered that two vessels were 
on the point of leaving San Francisco for London and Liverpool when the 
terrible disaster occurred there, and these were detained. Advices from the 
other side state that the Balasore has now left for Liverpool with 90,000 
cases, and the vessel will leave for London in about a week with about 
28,000 cases, and thus, instead of the 156,000 cases which were sold or were 
in course of shipment to this country, only some 118,000 cases will arrive, 
or a shortage of about 38,000 cases. Lobsters are eagerly sought after and 
full prices are being obtained. The Evangeline has brought 5,916 cases, 
the Anglian 627 cases and the Devonian 760 cases, the last named to Liver- 
pool. Sardines.—There is not much doing, but there is no change to note 
in prices. The fishing season in France has, it is reported, opened badly. 
Recent arrivals include the Lista with 4,862 cases, the Britannia with 4,727 
cases, the Gascon to Liverpool with 650 cases and the Eldorado to Hull 
with 605 ceses. Meats.—The demand has been seriously curtailed in con- 
sequence of the exaggerated statements which have appeared in the daily 
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press, but prices remain steady. Fruits.—There has been more inquiry for 
apricots consequent on the unsatisfactory reports to hand of the coming 
crops, and prices are firmer. Advices from the other side also state that 
the weather there is very hot, and should this continue it is likely to have 
a very serious effect on the crops. Pines are steady. The Socotra has 
brought 4,570 cases pines. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—The market is firm, with steady demand. Doubtless the 
warm weather of the last few days will cause considerable inquiry for 
salmon. Fruits.—Apricots have advanced in price in consequence of the 
receipt here of definite information as to the new pack. Quite Is. per 
dozen above last year’s limit is asked for new fruit. Pears are becoming 
scarce and dear on the spot. Peaches are also in demand. Pines.—Market 
transactions have been rather heavier during the past week, and the demand - 
generally is reported to have been good. The majority of preservers refuse 
to quote for forward shipment at present, owing to the low figures offered 
by buyers. Tomatoes.—The inquiry is fairly active-—Grocers’ Gazette. 


‘CORRESPONDENCE. 


BALTIMORE, MD., July 2, 1906. 

Tomatoes.—The situation here on tomatoes has changed considerably 
during the past few weeks and is about in this shape: One of the bankers 
interested in the large holdings of tomatoes here, commonly known as the 
‘Syndicate holdings,’’ about a week ago decided to unload some of the 
goods which they were holding as collateral. These goods were offered out 
at a ridiculously low price. Of course, they were very quickly snapped up 
to the extent of about 40,000 cases. There has been an endless amount of 
gossip caused by this transaction, and very naturally the trade has an idea 
that the market had become entirely demoralized. However, the large 
holders of tomatoes realized that nothing was to be gained by sacri- 
ficing tomatoes; that the present situation really did not warrant such 
drastic action. The result is that a number of meetings have been held 
during the past week among the holders and bankers, and the situation has 
again been taken well in hand. A committee has been appointed which is 
in possession of the warehouse receipts for all of the tomatoes owned by the 
large holders, and they have made a price of 95c. per dozen on No. 3 stand- 
ard tomatoes. The formation of this committee, which has absolute control 
of the goods, has already had the effect of giving the market a very much 
better tone, and there is no possibility of any further wild action such as 
mentioned above. The situation on tomatoes, as far as buying is concerned,

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we believe, is healthier than at any time since last fall. During the long 
winter and spring months there was very little, if any, buying. During the 
past six weeks there has been a steady improvement in the demand, and 
the present developments are simply giving buyers a chance to get toma- 
toes at Ioc. or 20c. less per dozen than they would have had to pay for them 
had this break not occurred. 

There is an excellent demand for future tomatoes. We have been able 
here and there to pick up a few No. 3 standards at 75c. per dozen. We are 
not in a position to offer any special lots at this figure. 

Small Fruits.—Packers are now working on blackberries and rasp- 
berries. Packing of gooseberries, strawberries and cherries is over. All 
three of these items were a disappointment. The prospect for blackberries 
is somewhat better, but there is considerable complaint about the difficulty 
in getting labor in the country districts to pick the wild berries, which are 
used largely for the ordinary standard grade. 

Pineapples.—Now that the season is practically over, a fair judgment 
of the work done can be made. Some individual packers report a larger 
pack and demand than usual. 

Peas.—The market continues very strong. Packers’ stocks are almost 
exhausted. This is especially true of the second and standard grades. 

Peaches.—The market is firm at 75c. for No. 3 standard pies, $1.05 for 
No. 3 second whites, $1.10 for No. 3 second yellows. We have had a most 
excellent business on new peaches. 

Corn.—We are having quite a good demand for shoepeg corn at 6o0c. 
per dozen, Baltimore. 

String Beans.—We are buying spot string beans at 55c. per dozen for 
No. 2s, 75c. for No. 3s and $2.00 per dozen for gallons. The market closes 
firmer, owing to the unexpectedly high cost of the raw material. We can still 
book some orders for a limited quantity of futures, No. 2 standard green, at 
50c. per dozen—good brands. The absolutely bare market prior to the 
packing season should make the present prices on string beans, especially 
the above figure, on futures, an attractive one. 

Sweet Potatoes.—This article deserves careful attention. There will 
not be any new sweet potatoes available much before September. If you 
will need any sweet potatoes between now and that time, even though you 
do not need them at once, would suggest your taking this matter up, 

Spinach.—This is another item which in a very quiet way has been 
moving out until the present market is almost exhausted. We quote a lim- 
ited quantity of No. 3s at Soc., gallons at $2.85 per dozen. This spinach is 
entirely free of grit.

Dear Sirs.——There is activity along the entire line. Buying is going on 
nicely. Because of today’s state of affairs, we think it advisable to pay 
closest attention to lines you may be needing in the near future. 

Tomatoes.—The sale of tomatoes goes on uninterruptedly and, while 
the orders are possibly smaller than they were a month ago, yet the quan- 
tity of smail orders makes up the bulk in the long run. The same quan- 
tity of goods is passing into consumption. There has been a break this 
week in the No. 3 spot market, but we are quite sure that this is only tem- 
porary, it being caused by some small holders who got tired of waiting and 
could not afford to carry their goods any longer. The market, however, is 
again in the hands of the syndicate, and prices, we feel sure, will be main- 
tained. 

No. 2 tomatoes are receiving a great deal of attention, not only from the 
Southern trade that uses them as their principal seller at all times, but - 
also from a great many jobbers in other localities, as the price on them 
today is very attractive, and the strength of the situation in these goods is 
very clearly evidenced in the fact that they have not to any extent followed 
the decline of the Na 3s. We might say right here that No. 2s are held in 
very light supply, and also that several large blocks have recently changed 
hands—cutting down the already small stock greatly. 

Future Tomatoes.—The market holds very firm under the decline in 
spots, and a great deal of business seems to be passing. 

Peas.—More and worse news comes in about the crop and pack of peas, 
and the situation is really very serious. Those who had bought ‘‘futures’’ 
are having their deliveries shaded, which means they will be back in the 
market again a little later on for future supplies. It is not hard to judge 
from this that prices will not stay where they are today, and we must say 
we think the ‘‘early bird’’ plan the wise one in this case. 

Corn.—The market is daily growing firmer. Large blocks of goods are 
changing hands as the result of today’s attractive prices.

Dear Sirs.—A panic in the canned goods market is a new thing under 
the sun. Yet that is what really happened in the market for spot tomatoes 
on Monday last, and the entire trade, packers, jobbers and brokers alike, 
were filled with amazement, from which they have not yet fully recovered. 
It is a short story. On that day the market opened at $1.10 for standard 
quality No. 3 tomatoes, with a fairdemand at that price, and no visible 
signs of a squall coming. On reasonable concessions jobbers were willing 
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to anticipate their wants for a month or more, and outwardly, at least, the 
big syndicate operators were not worrying about their position. It ap- 
pears, however, that some bankers and money lenders had been getting 
restless, and certain requirements or demands, not being complied with, 
they poured on an unwilling market blocks of tomatoes which they had 
been holding as collateral against loans made to large operators. The 
prices melted away like a snowball in hades. Before sunset of the same 
day, or within a half dozen hours, the price of that staple article had de- 
clined to goc. a dozen, and the next day touched 85c., a sheer drop of 50c. 
per case. Never before in the history of the canned goods market has such 
a thing occurred and it may never occur again, because the conditions and 
circumstances that formed the underlying basis of it all may never have an 
existence, and if they ever exist, may not culminate at the psychological 
moment to produce the worst results. A reaction in the market has al- 
ready setin. Arrangements have been made to handle and sell the remain- 
ing stocks of tomatoes under different auspices, and a price of 95c. a dozen, 
less 1% % f. 0, b. Baltimore and Philadelphia, has been made by the present 
managers for the syndicate. Sales were made today on that basis and a 
larger demand is anticipated. 

‘‘Future’’ tomatoes were not affected by the weakness in the spot 
goods. The demand was larger the past week than at any time this season, 
so far, and the smallest concessions or inducements find ready buyers for 
round lots. The main strength lies in the increased cost of the raw mate- 
rial for canning purposes the coming season, which causes the canners to 
exercise unusual caution about committing themselves too heavily at this 
time. Future corn is attracting more attention, and some good-sized sales 
have been made recently at a shade higher prices. Spot corn is in good 
demand and is worth attention. New string beans are active. Spinach, 
sweet potatoes and peas are firm because of the small stocks here. 

The coming peach crop, up to this date, promises to be very satisfact- 
ory, and the buying of all grades for shipment when packed is increasing 
each week. The unfavorable crop reports from other sections, doubtless, 
cause the buyers to turn to this market for supplies. There was less activ- 
ity this week in small fruits, but pineapples and pears were fairly active.

Spot Tomatoes.—If reports are correct, sales of spot 3s tomatoes have 
been made within the past seven days,anywhere within the range of 85c. to 
$.12% f. o. b. Baltimore, with quantities ranging from 25 cases to 40,000 
cases.

If sales of round lots were made at the lowest figures, some holders 
were evidently unusually anxious for quick orders and some buyers, from 
market standpoint of today, lucky in securing at so lowa figure. After so 
sudden a decline a reaction is natural and, as a result, it is difficult to fill 
orders for standard stock today within the range of 92%c. to 97%c. f. o. b. 
It is further reported, although not officially, that a committee has been 
appointed who will dispose of the large holders’ offerings on the basis of 
95c. f. o. by for carloads and $1.00 for less than carloads. Should these 


_ prices be adhered to and demand for spot tomatoes continues as active as 


during the past week, it will not take long to eliminate holdings outside of 
the committee’s supervision, and, in this event, their prices would be the 
ultimatum. In sympathy with the decline in 3s, 2s have been set back to 
75c. for well-known brands of staudard quality. Offerings of second 2s are 
light and hardly worthy of attention. : 


Future Tomatoes.—Reports from growing sections would indicate that 
plants are thriving nicely and, while the acreage in Harford county will be 
shorter than was anticipated, other sections advise favorable prospects, 

These conditions, of course, are subject to change each and every week 
between now and the close of packing season, and, even though the crop 
escape blight, damaging rains, hail and other ills, an early frost could 
change the ultimate price considerably should it come at any time before the 
regular packing season is over. The voiume of business for future toma- 
toes has been comparatively light, possibly on account of the intense inter- 
est taken in spot goods and also possibly, to some extent, because of a 
weakening in price of spots, however, which is at present time considerably 
above prevailing prices for futures, and orders have been booked during 
the past week at prices ranging from 8oc. for hand-packed, 77%c. for extra 
standard to 75c. for standards, and, while it is still possible to be able to fill 
some orders at these prices, it wiJl be exceedingly difficult to book round 
lot business under 2%c. per dozen advance, in consideration of the fact 
that nearly all packers have sold as many futures as they dare sell, barring 
adverse conditions which may prevail between now and the close of the 
season. Future 2s are firmly held at 57%c. f. 0. b. for strictly standard 
quality, with now and then a possible carload obtainable at 2%c. under this 
quotaticn, well-known brands commanding the outside figure. 

Spot Corn.—Spot corn is stronger by 24%c. per dozen than one week 
ago, owing to the unfavorable outlook for the growing crop. We quote for 
immediate shipment: Standard Evergreen, 55c. to 57'4c.; shoepeg, 62%4c. 
to 65c.; Southern packed Maine style, 5734c. to 6oc. ‘ 

Future Corn.—Reports from all sections would indicate that the grow- 
ing crop has been considerably damaged tnroughout Maryland and the ad- 
joining States; unfavorable reports come from the West, New York State 
and Maine. All nearby packers have withdrawn prices pending later de- 
velopments and, wiile there may be doubtless nominal quotations, it will 
require persistent effort to fill orders for any quantity of importance until 
more favorable conditions are reported.

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The Age of Canned Goods. 


To any one at all familiar with canned goods, and particularly to any 
one acquainted with the real nature, the purpose of hermetically sealing 
food stuffs, the question of age affecting them injuriously is simply nonsense, 
a denial of the very nature and purpose of the industry. So much has been 
made of this phase of the subject in reference to the recently passed Pure 
Food Law, and also because some notoriety seekers have come out before 
the public in what was meant as scientific opinions on the case, that we 
agree with parties in the industry that the wrong should be corrected. 

With this idea in mind Mr. Julius S. Edwards, a man who has been 
connected with the industry, practically all his life, and who was for years 
Secretary of the Western Association, sent us the following letter in which 
he enclosed what is claimed to be the statement of an Oshkash, Wis. 
physician regarding Canned goods. 

The Doctor is reported as saying : 

“Canned goods that are two years old or over should never be eaten. 
The amount of lead or tin dissolved is in direct proportion to the age of the 
contents of the cans. Our diagnosis in this case was based upon the 
symptoms at the time and the partial paralysis following, which is often 
characteristic of lead poisoning. 

The ptomaines formed in canned goods are the results of the action of 
micro-organisms which come in contact with the goods upon exposure to 
the air, either by small openings in the cans, or often from the goods being 
opened for use. They are substances resembling chemically and otherwise, 
the alkaloids or poisonous principles of drugs. 


These micro-organisms act only upon nitrogenous or animal substances. 
There are quite a variety of these foods. The most common are meats, 
milk, shell-fish and fish. Among the meats are canned goods, sausages, 
pork pie, ham, meat juice, head cheese, beef or mutton that have been 
frozen and allowed to thaw and especially the meat of very young animals. 

Veal should never be eaten at any time. It is the most unwholesome 
of meats. 

I do not write to discourage the use of all canned goods, but no canned 
goods should be kept by the grocer longer than one year, and if he has 
failed to seli the goods they should be sent back to the wholesale merchant 
and be exchanged for fresh goods without extra cost to the retail grocer. 
This is done in the case of the druggist who ships his old drugs that have 
lost their original strength to the wholesale pharmacist who cxchanges new 
and fresh goods for the same. 


We append Mr. Edward’s letter, and if any one could wish stronger 
testimony than this, he will indeed be hard to convince.

My Dear Editor.—I noticed in a trade paper a short time back the pub- 
lication of a statement where an Oshkosh (Wis.) physician says canned 
goods should never be used after they are two years old. I am very much 
surprised that a man who has the education of'a physician should make 
such a silly remark, as any ordinary person knows that no action can take 
place in a can as long as it is air tight, and if it were not it would spoil at 
once. 

After thirty odd years’ experience I claim canned goods are just as 
good ten (10) years or longer after being packed as one (1) year after or - 
one (1) month; therefore, I take exception to his remark. When I started 
the Globe Canning Co., of Leavenworth, Kan., in 1883, I set aside 6 cans of 
goods I packed, such as peas, string beans, corn, tomatoes, pumpkins and 
I did the same each year until 1899, when I opened several of the oldest’ 
cans and eat some of each and found they were as good as the day they 
were packed. Then I gave some of them to two of my head men, Mr. 
Spaulding and Mr. Vance, and they took them home, and they and their 
families are all well and never had any sickness from eating canned goods 
that had been packed fifteen years, and these same goods had been 
frozen several times during the different winters they went through. And 
I will turther state that I am willing to make an affidavit in regard to the 
above statement, if anyone wishes it, and, furthermore, if anyone wishes to 
ask me any question in regard to the above, I would take pleasure in 
answering their letters. 


The reason I write this is because there is so much talk and nonsense of 
trying to make laws in regard to dating goods. It would do more harm 
than good, both to the consumer and to the manufacturer. There is not 
one out of 100 who would look for the date when buying canned goods for 
home consumption. Therefore, why should the consumers be made to pay 
more for their goods when it does not benefit anyone. Again, referring to 
the ridiculous remarks of the Oshkosh physician, I beg to remain

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INFORMATION FOR THE IGNORANT. 


Congress has passed the Pure Food Bill it has been debating 
so long and so strenuously, and it will go into effect on the first 
of January, 1907. Meantime it is again worth noting that the 
daily press, in their efforts to prove themselves the champions of 
the interest of the people, are violating every kind of decency 
and knowledge. As asample, the New York World devoted a 
whole column of reckless and ignorant diatribe against the Pure 
Food measure or rather against those who desired to get the 
measure into good shape. Possibly the reporters of these papers 
at Washington, or more probably the editors in their sanctums, 
take hold of these questions purely in the spirit of fault-finding, 
with a preconceived determination to prove to the people that all 
food purveyors are trying their best to swindle, poison or de- 
fraud the public. They apparently do not go to headquarters 
for any facts, or they would not make the mistakes they do. 

In a scare-head The World apparently condemns Congress 
for what it calls crippling the bill before passing it, and said it 
was so amended as to permit the continuation of fraud. It will 
be remembered that Mr. Sherman, of New York, who is not 
ignorant of canned goods matters called attention to the fact 
that the Bill demanded a fixed size of can and a fixed weight of 
goods inthem. It makes no difference to The World that the 
Bill was amended and passed by a vote of 240 ayes to 17 nays. 
Naturally when a daily paper undertakes to condemn anything, 
all men in Congress, as well as all food producers, become leagued 
in one villainy when the daily paper opposes it. — 

And yet Mr. Sherman’s amendment to the Bill merely sub- 
stituted the words, ‘‘If any weight or measure be put on a can, 
jar, bottle or package, the contents should correspond to the 
weight or measure named.’’ Later on The World goes on to 


say ‘‘the packers will thus be enabled to go on selling short 
weight and measure as heretofore.”’ 

The World evidently does not know the amount of trouble, 
study and labor that was expended by the packers and their 
representatives in their Conventions to prevent a variation in the 
sizes of cans, or it would not talk as recklessly as it does. 
Moreover, it should know the evil is only abated by what may 
be called the result of naturallaw. For instance, nearly twenty- 
five years ago the Canned Goods Exchange of Baltimore, which 
was the primary and leader of all associations of canners, 
adopted standard sizes of cans and made them apply in such a 
way that they would not deceive the people. At one time the 
United States Government purchased a large lot of canned peaches 
from one of the best-known houses in the business for use as 
commissary stores for the United States Army. The govern- 
ment proposals called for three-pound cans, and up to 1882 cans 
were called one-pound, two-pound, three-pound, etc., and were 
bought and sold at retail under that designation. 

But when the regular three-pound can, known as such in 
the trade and called such, was delivered to the Government, 
every can and every case of those goods was returned, because 
they did not weigh three pounds apiece, and the canned goods 
packer had to have special cans made and filled with peaches of 
the quality ordered to fill the Government requirement. 

We mention this to show that it was absolutely necessary 
for the packer to protect himself against a misunderstanding in 
the designation of the cans. The Canned Goods Exchange 
adopted standard sizes for cans as follows: 


Diameter Height 
2 11-16 inches.,.............. 4 inches 
3% 49716 “ 
No. 6 ‘‘ To contain double the quantity of No. 3. 

No. 10 64% 6% 


All outside measure at lagest parts. 

It will be observed that all cans are designated by numbers 
and not by weight. As far as it was possible to do so, this 
standard was enforced upon the packers everywhere, because 
back of the difficulties at that time there lay a greater difficulty 
—there had not been the great invention of special machines for 
canmaking and none of the great systems had come up, though 
they are now in vogue to the exclusion of individual canmaking. 
In those days, twenty-five years ago and up to that time almost 
every great canning house owned its own set of steel dies and 
machinery for making cans. Now, common sense alone, if not 
facts themselves, would inform such an authority as Congressman 
Mann that it does not pay to have sets of steel dies changed from 
day to day, when they are very costly articles, so that the ex- 
pense would be from $50 to $60 just for the slightest change, 
and, therefore, the canners themselves in their establishment 
desired to prevent changes in the sizes of cans to prevent such 
expense. 

But the Norton Brothers of Chicago, about twenty years 
ago, brought out a mechanical system for making cans for the 
canning houses, which turned them out almost by the millions ; 
the machinery being almost entirely automatic, and not only 
produced a size of can that was uniform with all canners, but 
could be produced somewhat cheaper than the local canning 
house could make them. That was the beginning of a revolution 
in the production ofcans. And in five or ten years nearly all the 
canning house plants for making cans had ceased to operate. 

There are several systems now working almost in the same 
direction, and the competition has not only brought down the 
price of cans to the lowest possible cost of production, but it has 
ensured the canners a sufficient supply of cans at any time of the 


year. 
When we remember these facts, what must we think of Mr. 
Mann’s declaration, that ‘‘special sizes of cans were manufac- 
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tured for the sole purpose of deceiving the buyer.’’ The buyer 
in this case must mean the consumer who purchases from the 
retailer, and it is to laugh, to pause fora moment and consider 
how ridiculous is Mr. Mann’s statement. It shows an absolute 
ignorance of the situation. 

The World however would jump upon the Can Trust for 

having absorbed almost the entire business of making cans, with 
as much avidity, venom and pleasure as it jumped upon the 
canned goods packer, when it understood that packers no longer 
make their own cans, but buy them the same way a loaf of bread 
is bought, only in larger quantities. 

Perhaps the day will come when in the interest if the people, 
Congress will appoint a Commission to investigate and regulate 
the daily papers ; when we will have those papers denounced all 
over the country for charging what price they please for their 
papers, in getting two cents when they are not worth one; for 
inserting all kinds of doubtful advertisements, misleading the 


public in everyway and proffering occasion for the muck raker 
to get in his work. 


When the daily press however undertakes to rehash ancient 
history or denounce present truths it should at least be acquaint- 
ed with the events of ancient history and not seek to apply its 
hypnotic methods to the general deception of the people. There 
is certainly competition enough in the canned goods field to make 
it undesirable for it to be saddled with false accusations ; because 
there has been much streneous work done among canned goods 
packers, looking distinctly towards honesty among themselves 
and to their customers, and towards that commercialism, which 
is found in all well regulated communities, and which compels 
producers, merchants and distributors of every kind to deal 
honorably and honestly, both to their wholesale customers and 
to the final consumers. 
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The New Pure Food Law 
As Passed by the Senate, Amended in the House and Passed, 
And Finally Agreed Upon and Accepted by the Sen- 
ate—In Effect January 1, 1907. 

After more than twenty years of attempted legislation re- 
garding the regulation of the manufacture or preparation of 
foods and drugs, Congress has finally passed what it terms a 
Pure Food Law, which is national in scope—a Federal Law. 

We have published in THE TRADE several such proposed 
laws—the Hepburn Bill, the Heyburn Bill and many others, but 
we believe the latter is the one that was used as a basis for the 
present law. But even the title was changed and it now reads: 

‘‘An Act for preventing the adulteration or misbranding of 
foods or drugs, and for regulating traffic therein and for other 
purposes.”’ 

Because of the many changes made in the text of the 
Bill, we will give the full text of the new Pure Food Law as 
it will be enforced. Because of its length, however, we are not 
able to give it all in one issue, so that it will be continued until 
finished. 


AN ACT 
For preventing the manufacture, sale or transportation of adulterated or 
misbranded or poisonous or deleterious foods, drugs, medicines and 
liquors, and for regulating traffic therein and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the introduction into any 
State or Territory or the District of Columbia from any other State or Terri- 
tory or the District of Columbia, or from any foreign country, or shipment 
to any foreign country of any article of food or drugs which is adulterated 
or misbranded, within the meaning of this Act, is hereby prohibited; and 
any person who shall ship or deliver for shipment from any State or Terri- 
tory or the District of Columbia to any other State or Territory or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or to a foreign country, or who shall receive for commer: 
cial purposes in any State or Territory or the District of Columbia from any 
other State or Territory or the District of Columbia, or foreign country, or 


who, having received shall deliver, in original unbroken packages, for pay . 


or otherwise, or offer to deliver to any other person any such article so 
adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of this Act, or any person 
who shall sell or offer for sale in the District of Columbia or the Territories 
of the United States any such adulterated or misbranded foods or drugs, or 
export or offer to export the same to any foreign country, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and for such offense be fined not exceeding two hundred 
dollars tor the first offense, and upon conviction for each subsequent offense 
not exceeding three hundred dollars or be imprisoned not exceeding one 
year, or both in the discretion of the court. ‘Provided, however, That no - 
person shall be liable to the penalty of imprisonment as provided herein 
unless he knowingly committed the offense charged. Provided further, 
That no article shall be deemed misbranded or adulterated within the pro- 
visions of this Act when intended for export to any foreign country and 
prepared or packed according to the specifications or directions of the for-. 
eign purchaser when no substance is used in the preparation or packing 
thereof in conflict with the laws of the foreign country to which said article 
is intended to be shipped; but if said article shall be in fact sold or offered 
for sole for domestic use or consumption, then this proviso shall not exempt 


said article from the operation of any of the other provisions of this Act. 
SEc. 2. That the Secretary of the Treasury, the Secretary of Agricult- 


ure and the Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall make uniform rules 
and regulations for carrying out the provisions of this Act, including the 


’ collection and examination of specimens of foods and drugs manufactured 


or offered for sale in the District of Columbia or in any Territory of the 
United States, or which shall be offered for sale in unbroken packages in 
any State other than that in which they shall have been respectively manu- 
factured or produced, or which shall be received from any foreign country, 
or intended for shipment to any foreign country, or which may be sub- 
mitted for examination by the chief health, food or drug officer of any 
State, Territory, or the District of Columbia, or at any domestic or foreign 
port through which such product is offered for interstate commerce, or for 
export or import between the United States and any foreign port or 


country. 
Src. 3. That the examinations of specimens of foods and drugs shall 


be made in the Bureau of Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture, or 
under the direction and supervision of such Bureau, for the purpose of de- 
termining from such examinations whether such articles are adulterated or 
misbranded within the meaning of this Act; and if it shalt appear from any 
such examination that any of such specimens is adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of this Act, the Secretary of Agriculture shall cause no- 
tice thereof to be given to the party from whom such sample was obtained.

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Any party so notified shall be given an opportunity to be heard, under 
such rules and regulations as may be prescribed as aforesaid, and if it ap- 
pears that any of the provisions of this Act have been violated by such 
party, then the Secretary of Agriculture shall at once certify the facts to 
the proper United States district attorney, with a copy of the results of the 
analysis or the examination of such article, duly authenticated by the ana- 
lyst or officer making such examination, under the oath of such officer. 
After judgment of the court notice shall be given by publication in such 
manner as may be prescribed by the rules and regulations aforesaid. 

SrEc. 4. That it shall be the duty of each district attorney to whom the 
Secretary of Agriculture shall report any violation of this Act, or to whom 
any health or food or drug officer or agent of any State, Territory, or the 
District of Columbia, shall present satisfactory evidence of any such viola- 
tion, to cause appropriate proceedings to be commenced and prosecuted in 
the proper courts of the United States without delay, for the enforcement of 
the penalties in such case herein provided. 

SEc. 5. That the term ‘‘drug,’’ as used in this Act, shall include all 
medicines and preparations recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia 
or National Formulary for internal or external use, and any substance or 
mixture of substances intended to be used for the cure, mitigation or pre- 
vention of disease of either man or other animals. The term ‘‘food,,’ 
herein, shall include all articles used for food, drink, confectionery or con- 
diment by man or other animals, whether simple, mixed or compound. 

SEc. 6. That for the purposes of this Act an article shall be deemed to 
be adulterated: 

In case of drugs: 

First. If, when a drug is sold under the standard recognized in the 
United States Pharmacopceia or National Formulary, it differs from the 
standard of strength, quality or purity, as determined by the test laid down 
in the United States Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary official at the 
time of the investigation. 

Second. If its strength or purity differ from any other professed stand- 
ard or quality under which it is sold. 

In the case of confectionery: 

If it contain terra alba, barytes, talc, chrome yellow or other mineral 
substance or poisonous color or flavor, or other ingredient deleterious or 
detrimental to health, or any vinous, malt or spirituous liquor or compound 
or narcotic drug. 


In the case of food: 
First. If any substance has been mixed and packed with it so as to 


reduce or lower or injuriously affect its quality or strength. 


Second. If any substance has been substituted wholly or in part for 
the article. 

Third. If any valuable constituent of the article has been wholly or in 
part abstracted. 

Fourth. If it be mixed, colored, powdered, coated or stained in a 
manner whereby damage or. inferiority is concealed. 

Fifth. Ii it contain any added poisonous or other added deleterious 
ingredient which may render such article injurious to health. Provided, 
That when in the preparation of food products for shipment they are pre- 
served by an external application applied in’ such a manner that the pre- 
servative is necessarily removed mechanically or by maceration in water, or 
otherwise, the provisions of this Act shall be construed as applying only 
when said products are ready for consumption. 

Sixth. If it consists in whole or in part of a filthy, decomposed . 
animal or vegetable substance, or any portion of an animal unfit for food, 
whether manufactured or not, or if it is the product of a diseased animal, or 
one that has died otherwise than by slaughter. 

SkEc. 7. That the term ‘‘misbranded,”’ as used herein, shall apply to 
all drugs, or articles of foods, or articles which enter into the composition 
of food, the package or label of which shall bear any statement regarding 
the ingredients or substances contained in such article, which statement 
shall be false or misleading in any particular, and to any food or drug 
product which is falsely branded as to the State, Territory or country in 
which it is manufactured or produced. 

That for the purposes of this Act an article shall also be deemed to be 
misbranded: 

In case of drugs: 

First. If it be an imitation of or offered for sale under the name of 
another article.
